DEAR  MR.  SECRETARY: 

During  1972  and  1973,  Forest  Service  efforts  have  focused  on  providing  or  supporting  programs  by 
which  the  Nation's  forest  and  forest-related  lands  can  produce  adequate  goods  and  services  for  the  people 
of  this  Nation,  while  at  the  same  time  protecting  the  environment. 

During  those  2  years  the  187  million  acres  of  National  Forests  and  National  Grasslands  were  called 
upon  to  provide  timber,  water,  oil  and  minerals,  recreation  and  wilderness,  wildlife  habitat,  and  livestock 
forage  in  ever-increasing  amounts. 

The  Research  arm  of  the  Forest  Service  found  new  ways  to  provide  more  and  better  goods  and 
services  from  all  of  America's  forest-related  resources.  The  State  and  Private  Forestry  arm  cooperated  with 
Federal,  State,  and  private  forest  owners  to  best  utilize  these  resources. 

This  report  can  no  more  than  briefly  summarize  Forest  Service  efforts  during  the  last  2  years,  and 
there  are  many  programs  and  accomplishments  which  must  go  unmentioned.  However,  all  of  these 
accomplishments  reflect  the  work  of  thousands  of  employees,  as  well  as  employees  of  other  Federal  and 
State  agencies,  and  private  individuals. 

I  wish  also  to  acknowledge  the  unstinting  dedication  and  leadership  of  my  predecessor.  Chief  Ed 
Cliff,  for  his  efforts  through  April  1972. 

His  achievements  are  still  reflected  in  the  Forest  Service  today,  not  only  in  completed  endeavors,  but 
also  in  ongoing  programs  which  he  initiated. 

Perhaps  the  most  far-reaching  accomplishment  of  this  period  will  be  the  Environment  Program  for 
the  Future.  Still  in  its  initial  stages  as  1973  ended,  the  program  promises  a  new  degree  of  planning  and 
responsiveness  to  the  public  in  Forest  Service  actions  through  the  next  10  years,  as  well  as  direction  toward 
a  more  balanced  program. 

With  the  leadership  and  support  of  the  Department,  the  Forest  Service  will  continue  to  guide  the  use 
of  the  Nation's  forest  resources  to  provide  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  owners  of  these  forests,  the  American 
people. 

Following  is  my  report  of  major  activities  and  accomplishments  by  the  Forest  Service,  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  for  the  calendar  years  of  1972  and  1973. 

The  narrative  section  is  not  intended  to  be  a  comprehensive  listing  of  all  major  Forest  Service 
accomplishments  during  the  2-year  period,  but  rather  to  supplement  the  material  contained  in  statistical 
tables  which  make  up  the  bulk  of  the  report. 

Many  Forest  Service  programs,  particularly  those  which  do  not  deal  with  measurable  benefits,  cannot 
be  reflected  adequately  in  statistical  tables.  Thus,  the  narrative  is  designed  to  highlight  some  of  these 
programs.  Where  possible,  subjects  are  cross-referenced  to  reports  or  documents  from  which  more  detail  is 
available.

Meeting  Public  Needs 


WILDERNESS  MANAGEMENT 

One  of  the  most  rapidly  increasing  public  demands 
has  been  for  more  Wilderness.  During  1972  and  1973, 
the  Forest  Service  sought  to  improve  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  the  Nation's  wilderness  system. 

As  prescribed  by  law,  the  Forest  Service  focused 
much  of  its  attention  during  those  2  years  on  its  study 
and  recommendation  project  for  the  34  Primitive  Areas. 
By  the  end  of  1973,  public  hearings  had  been  held  on 
all  but  two  areas,  and  these  were  to  take  place  in  early 
1974.  This  means  that  the  deadline  of  September  1974, 
as  set  by  the  Congress,  will  be  met. 

When  1973  ended,  97  percent  of  the  total  Wilderness 
System  (some  10.7  million  of  the  11  million  acres)  was 
in  National  Forests. 

274  Study  Areas 

In  one  of  the  biggest  public  involvement  programs 
ever  attempted  by  any  Government  agency,  the  Forest 
Service  inventoried  all  roadless  areas  of  more  than  5,000 
acres  (a  total  of  55.9  million  acres)  in  the  National 
Forest  System. 

In  300  public  meetings  held  across  the  country, 
National  Forest  Supervisors  and  Regional  Foresters 
asked  citizens  to  help  formulate  a  list  of  areas  to  submit 
to  the  Chief  for  consideration.  The  meetings  attracted 
more  than  25,000  people  and  stimulated  more  than 
50,000  oral  and  written  comments.  As  a  result  of  this 
intense  public  involvement,  as  well  as  recommendations 
from  legislators  and  other  Government  agencies,  the 
Forest  Service  selected  274  areas,  encompassing  12.3 
million  acres,  for  study  under  the  same  criteria  as  the 
primitive  areas. 

Eastern  Wilderness  Proposals 

Also  completed  in  1973  was  a  proposed  program 
focused  on  the  National  Forests  in  the  East,  the  section 
of  the  Nation  in  greatest  need  of  more  areas  with 
wilderness  values.  After  holding  public  meetings  in  21 
Eastern  States,  the  Forest  Service  selected  53  areas, 
which  unlike  most  of  the  Western  wilderness  areas,  had 
been  restored  to  a  near  natural  condition  after  earlier 
logging,  farming,  and  mining.  The  Forest  Service  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  Congress  designate  some  of  these  areas 
as  "instant"  Wilderness  and  designate  others  for  further 
study  as  possible  Wilderness  additions.  Legislation  to 
establish  more  Wilderness  in  the  East  was  still  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  1973. 


NATIONAL  RECREATION  AREAS 

To  help  meet  the  Nation's  needs  for  mass  recreation, 
the  Forest  Service  opened  up  two  new  National  Recrea¬ 
tion  Areas.  The  Oregon  Dunes  National  Recreation 
Area,  encompassing  32,000  acres  of  coastal  dunes  within 
the  Siuslaw  National  Forest,  was  dedicated  on  July  15, 
1972.  The  Sawtooth  National  Recreation  Area,  dedi¬ 
cated  on  September  1,  1972,  covers  about  754,000  acres 
and  includes  some  of  the  most  beautiful  portions  of 
three  National  Forests— Boise,  Challis,  and  Sawtooth. 

ENDANGERED  SPECIES 

Guidelines  for  the  major  task  of  protecting  and 
managing  the  habitat  of  endangered  species  were  con¬ 
tained  in  a  1972  survey  entitled  "Present  Status  and 
Needs  of  Habitat  Maintenance  and  Improvement  for 
Rare  and  Endangered  Species  on  Forest  Service  Admin¬ 
istered  Lands." 

Of  the  109  endangered  species  in  the  United  States, 
38  are  found  on  or  near  National  Forest  System  lands. 

INTENSIVE  MANAGEMENT  OF  TIMBER 

Three  major  reports  on  timber  in  the  United  States 
were  issued  during  1973. 

A  Forest  Service  report,  "The  Outlook  for  Timber  in 
the  United  States,"  inventoried  the  Nation's  timber 
resources  available  to  meet  the  country's  needs  for 
housing  material  and  hundreds  of  other  wood  products. 
Using  data  and  conclusions  from  this  report,  the 
President's  Advisory  Panel  on  Timber  and  the  Environ¬ 
ment  recommended  methods  for  increasing  timber  sup¬ 
plies.  The  National  Commission  on  Materials  Policy, 
created  by  the  Resource  Recovery  Act  of  1970,  issued 
its  findings  in  a  volume  entitled  "Timber:  The  Renew¬ 
able  Material." 

These  three  reports  reached  the  same  conclusion— 
that  the  United  States  must  maintain  environmental 
quality  while  meeting  the  Nation's  timber  needs,  in  the 
face  of  predicted  future  timber  shortages.  Also  that 
increased  investments  will  be  required  to:  (1)  intensify 
growth  rates  of  timber  in  domestic  forests;  (2)  improve 
product  yields  from  presently  available  supplies  of 
wood;  (3)  expand  research  and  application  efforts  in 
solving  problems  of  environmental  protection,  timber, 
and  nontimber  uses  of  the  Nation's  forests. 

Forestry  Incentives 

To  help  avert  a  timber  shortage,  the  Congress  author¬ 
ized  a  Forestry  Incentives  Program  (FIP)  as  part  of  the 
1973  Farm  Bill  (Public  Law  93-86). 
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It  is  a  cost-share  program  dedicated  to  increasing 
future  timber  supplies  in  the  most  cost-effective  way  on 
small,  private,  nonindustrial  commercial  forest  land. 

Extending  Wood  Use 

Another  aspect  of  Forest  Service  efforts  to  grow  and 
use  timber  more  efficiently  is  a  progressive  research 
program.  This  program  includes  Project  STRETCH,  a 
research  action  program  aimed  at  increasing  lumber  mill 
efficiency  through  the  use  of  computers  and  new  sawing 
and  gluing  techniques.  This  project  already  shows 
promise  for  improving  wood  products  and  increasing 
yields  up  to  50  percent.  STRETCH  includes  research 
into  using  ultrasonic  sound  waves  to  determine  defects 
in  logs  before  they  are  processed  into  timber.  At  the 
same  time,  scientists  are  also  developing  computer 
systems  to  make  processing  decisions,  since  man  is 
incapable  of  integrating  defect  information,  processing 
alternatives  and  end-product  criteria  to  make  processing 
decisions  correctly  at  the  required  production  speeds. 

One  immediate  application  of  STRETCH  was  the 
Sawmill  Improvement  Program,  initiated  in  July  1973. 
Teams  of  Forest  Service  and  State  Forestry  mill  analysis 
specialists  showed  cooperating  mills  in  32  States  how  to 
increase  both  their  output  and  the  quality  of  their 
finished  products. 

Based  on  findings  from  the  first  108  participating 
mills,  and  projected  to  cover  the  target  goal  of  230  mills, 
estimates  show  that  lumber  production  from  the  same 
volume  of  logs  could  be  increased  considerably.  By 
eliminating  excessive  sawing  variation,  reducing  planing 

Protecting  the 

ENVIRONMENTAL  IMPACT  STATEMENTS 

During  the  last  2  years  the  Forest  Service  has 
committed  considerable  time,  effort,  and  funds  to 
meeting  both  the  word  and  the  spirit  of  the  National 
Environmental  Policy  Act  of  1969.  The  Forest  Service 
filed  92  statements  during  1972,  and  175  during  1973. 

A  Forest  Service  study  revealed  that  the  cost  of 
implementing  NEPA  during  Fiscal  Year  1972  was 
estimated  at  $13  million.  However,  since  the  work  that 
would  have  been  done  even  without  NEPA  totaled  $5 
million,  the  cost  that  can  be  attributed  solely  to  NEPA 
was  $8  million.  The  estimated  cost  of  implementing 
NEPA  rose  to  $20  million  in  1973. 

PUBLIC  INVOLVEMENT 

In  harmony  with  the  stated  NEPA  philosophy,  the 
Forest  Service  during  the  past  2  years  devoted  much 
manpower  and  time  to  informing  and  involving  the 
American  people  in  land  and  resource  problems  and 
opportunities.  The  program,  called  Inform  and  Involve, 


losses,  and  eliminating  oversizing  through  quality  control 
alone,  these  230  mills  could  increase  their  lumber  output 
by  13  percent  or  508  million  board  feet.  This  would  be 
without  making  any  major  expenditures.  If  the  mills 
would  follow  these  steps,  and  install  computerized 
sawing  equipment  and  log  scanning  devices,  the  produc¬ 
tion  could  be  increased  by  35  percent,  or  1.36  billion 
board  feet. 

RANGELAND  STUDY 

Timber  production  was  not  the  only  area  in  which 
the  Forest  Service  had  to  define  the  delicate  balance 
between  the  need  for  products  and  the  urgency  of 
protecting  the  environment.  This  concern  extended  to 
the  grazing  of  livestock  on  National  Forest  rangelands 
and  National  Grasslands. 

To  obtain  more  information  on  the  present  and 
future  impact  of  livestock  grazing  on  the  environment, 
the  Forest  Service,  along  with  a  number  of  other 
Government  agencies  and  the  University  of  Nebraska, 
undertook  a  study  of  all  forest  and  related  rangelands  in 
the  48  contiguous  States. 

The  study,  called  the  Forest-Range  Environmental 
Study  (FRES),  defined  land-management  policy  alterna¬ 
tives  necessary  to  meet  increasing  range  requirements  in 
the  future,  while  enhancing  the  quality  of  the  natural 
environment— all  at  the  smallest  cost.  The  alternatives 
were  applied  to  lands  managed  by  the  Forest  Service  and 
to  other  lands  which  might  benefit  from  technical 
assistance. 


was  launched  in  1971.  In  1972-73  it  took  firm  root  in 
the  National  Forest  System,  Research,  and  State  and 
Private  Forestry  decisionmaking  approaches  to  involve 
vast  numbers  of  citizens,  organizations,  and  industries 
interested  in  the  wise  use  of  our  Nation's  lands. 

The  objective  of  the  program  is  to  inform  the  public 
of  the  scientific,  social,  environmental,  and  economic 
factors  that  relate  to  land  and  resource  management,  and 
to  seek  meaningful  public  involvement  and  comment, 
leading  to  better  land  and  resource  management. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  EDUCATION 

During  the  past  2  years,  the  Forest  Service  was  able 
to  expand  its  environmental  education  program  consider¬ 
ably.  About  250  additional  Forest-  and  District-level 
employees  have  been  trained  to  conduct  environmental 
education  workshops.  More  than  300  sessions,  involving 
nearly  13,000  teachers,  resource  agency  people,  and 
other  interested  citizens  have  been  held  throughout  the 
United  States. 


Environment 
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HUMAN  RESOURCE  PROGRAMS

The  Forest  Service  renewed  its  emphasis  on  people- 
oriented  programs. 

During  the  past  2  years,  the  Youth  Conservation 
Corps  (YCC)  has  been  perhaps  the  most  popular  Forest 
Service  human  resource  program,  as  well  as  a  highly 
successful  environmental  effort.  Begun  in  1971  as  a 
3-year  pilot  program,  YCC  is  operated  as  a  cooperative 
venture  between  the  Departments  of  Agriculture  and 
Interior.  With  funds  of  $1.75  million  in  the  summer  of 

1972,  the  Forest  Service  employed  1,857  young  people, 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  18,  on  47  different  projects. 
In  the  summer  of  1973,  $1.75  million  was  available  to 
hire  1,874  youths  for  49  projects. 

Through  an  agreement  with  the  Department  of 
Labor,  the  Forest  Service  operated  20  Job  Corps 
Conservation  Centers  for  disadvantaged  young  men  from 
16  through  21.  About  12,500  enrollees  received  educa¬ 
tion,  vocational  training,  and  social  living  skills  during 
each  of  the  past  2  years.  The  program  was  very 
successful  in  finding  jobs  for  graduates,  with  76  percent 
placed  in  1972  and  86  percent  in  1973. 

In  those  same  2  years,  the  Forest  Service  continued 
to  be  a  sponsor  for  the  national  Operation  Mainstream 
program,  which  is  funded  by  the  Department  of  Labor 
to  provide  supplemental  income  and  job  training  for  low 
income,  rural  residents  55  years  of  age  and  older.  In 

1973,  775  enrollees  were  assigned  to  National  Forests  in 
21  States. 

Other  cooperative  manpower  programs  for  the  last  2 
years  included  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps,  Green 
Thumb,  College  Work-Study,  the  Work  Incentive  Pro¬ 
gram,  and  the  Supplemental  Training  and  Employment 
Program  (STEP). 

The  first  full  year  of  operation  for  Volunteers  in  the 
National  Forests  was  1973.  It  is  a  program  designed  to 
encourage  interested  citizens  to  assist  in  conservation 
work  on  public  lands.  Approximately  2,200  volunteers 
participated. 

NATIONAL  FOREST  LAND  USE  POLICY 

While  the  Forest  Service  was  expanding  its  human 
resource  programs,  it  also  sought  to  strengthen  its 
programs  for  better  and  more  efficient  use  of  the  land 
and  related  natural  resources.  One  of  the  major  accom¬ 
plishments  in  this  direction  was  the  issuance  of  major 
policy  and  direction  for  National  Forest  land-use  plan¬ 
ning  activities. 

Culminating  2  1/2  years  of  Service-wide  effort,  the 
updated  policy  incorporates  the  experience  of  planners, 
nationwide,  both  in  and  out  of  the  Service.  Key 
elements  of  the  policy  are  the  interdisciplinary  ap¬ 
proach,  early  and  continued  public  involvement,  and 
development  of  alternative  courses  of  action. 


The  Secretary  has  clearly  instructed  the  agencies  in 
the  Department  to  proceed  with  land-use  planning 
programs  related  to  Department  activities  (some  80  in 
all). 

THE  LANDSCAPE  RESOURCE 

Because  of  its  concern  for  providing  forest  prod¬ 
ucts  while  protecting  forest  esthetics,  the  Forest  Service 
issued  the  first  of  a  series  of  booklets  focused  specif¬ 
ically  on  that  subject. 

The  first  volume,  entitled  "National  Forest  Land¬ 
scape  Management,"  was  issued  in  May  1973.  It  is  being 
used  as  a  basic  manual  throughout  the  187  million  acres 
of  the  National  Forest  System  to  identify  visual  charac¬ 
teristics  of  the  landscape  and  to  analyze  the  visual 
effects  which  can  result  from  various  management 
actions. 

ACTION  PLAN  FOR  QUALITY 
ENVIRONMENT 

In  mid-1972,  the  Service  issued  a  comprehensive 
document  entitled  "National  Forests  in  a  Quality  En¬ 
vironment-Action  Plan."  The  plan  dealt  with  forest 
land  esthetics,  timber  harvesting,  regeneration  practices, 
planning  and  administering  major  forest  actions,  road 
construction,  and  research. 

The  Action  Plan  resulted  from  2  years  of  intensive 
effort  to  identify  and  solve  land  management  problems 
within  the  National  Forests.  The  plan  defined  Forest 
Service  policies  and  solutions  for  30  specific  problems 
concerning  timber  management  practices. 

MINING  AND  THE  ENVIRONMENT 

Oil  and  minerals  are  among  the  major  products 
produced  by  the  National  Forest  System.  Approxi¬ 
mately  $100  million  worth  of  these  raw  materials  are 
taken  from  National  Forest  System  lands  each  year.  At 
the  same  time,  more  and  more  prospectors  are  seeking 
new  mineral  and  oil  deposits  to  develop  as  the  fear  of 
shortages  grows. 

Two  major  programs  were  developed  by  the  Forest 
Service  to  allow  development  of  the  mineral  resources 
the  Nation  will  need,  while  providing  for  protection  of 
the  environment,  particularly  where  surface  mining  is 
involved. 

Proposed  New  Mining  Regulations 

In  late  1973,  the  Forest  Service  proposed  regulations 
for  140  million  acres  of  National  Forest  land,  including 
Wilderness,  that  are  subject  to  location  and  entry  under 
the  U.S.  mining  laws  of  1872.  The  regulations,  which 
may  be  activated  in  September  of  1974,  will  have  no 
effect  on  development  of  oil,  gas,  and  coal  deposits 
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already  regulated  under  the  Mineral  Leasing  Act  of 
1920. 

For  much  of  the  other  exploration  and  mining,  the 
proposal  would  require  the  prospector  or  miner  to 
submit  to  the  Forest  Service  an  operating  plan  spelling 
out  how  the  prospector  or  miner  expects  to  search  for  or 
develop  deposits,  and  how  the  surface  of  the  explored  or 
mined  areas  will  be  restored  to  a  natural-looking  state. 
The  Forest  supervisor  could  then  approve,  disapprove,  or 
modify  the  plan. 

SEAM  For  Better  Ideas 

The  second  program,  which  actually  got  underway  in 
1973,  is  tied  directly  to  the  energy  problem.  A  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  the  coal  is  under  the  surface  of  National 
Forests  and  National  Grasslands,  particularly  in  the 
Northern  Great  Plains. 

As  a  means  of  establishing  planning  and  reclamation 
alternatives  which  satisfy  both  mineral  production  and 
environmental  needs,  the  Forest  Service  launched  a 
5-year  research,  development,  and  applications  program 
called  SEAM  (Surface  Environment  and  Mining). 

It  is  an  on-the-ground,  problem-solving  effort  initially 
concentrated  in  the  West,  with  headquarters  at  Billings, 
Mont.  Work  was  begun  on  the  goals  of  establishing 
demonstration  areas  where  new  techniques  in  prelimi¬ 
nary  design  of  mining  operations,  new  methods  of 
rehabilitation,  new  mining  technologies,  and  environ¬ 
mental  stewardship  criteria  can  be  evaluated  and  dis¬ 
played. 

As  the  program  develops,  it  will  be  extended  to  other 
locations  to  consider  problems  associated  with  mineral 
development— phosphate  mining  in  Idaho  and  Florida, 
coal  mining  in  Appalachia,  and  iron  and  copper-nickel 
mining  in  Minnesota. 

The  SEAM  program  is  closely  coordinated  with  the 
Northern  Great  Plains  Resources  Program,  in  which  the 
Forest  Service  has  participated.  The  program  was  ini¬ 
tiated  to  study  coal  developments  in  Montana, 
Wyoming,  the  Dakotas,  and  Nebraska  and  was  under¬ 
taken  jointly  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the 
Department  of  Interior,  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  and  the  five  States. 

OFF-ROAD  VEHICLES  CONTROL 

Possible  conflicts  over  the  use  of  National  Forest 
lands  surfaced  in  a  relatively  new  area,  as  the  use  of 
off-road  vehicles  became  a  highly  popular  recreational 
pastime.  In  February  1972,  Executive  Order  No.  11644 
called  for  regulations  to  control  indiscriminate  use  of 
off-road  vehicles  in  order  to  protect  wildlife,  vegetation, 
and  other  natural  resources,  to  insure  public  safety,  and 
to  minimize  conflict  with  other  users  of  public  lands. 
The  vehicles  in  question  include  four-wheel  drives, 


motor  scooters,  motorcycles,  all-terrain  vehicles,  dune- 
buggies,  and  snowmobiles. 

The  Forest  Service  established  such  regulations  in 
October  1973  Supervisors  of  all  National  Forests  have 
until  December  31,  1976,  to  designate  areas  where 
off-road  vehicles  will  be  allowed,  prohibited,  or,  to 
various  degrees,  restricted. 

FIRE  MANAGEMENT  AS  A  TOOL 

Although  the  Forest  Service  has  long  recognized  the 
beneficial  role  of  fire  in  forest  ecosystems,  the  last  2 
years  have  seen  great  strides  in  developing  techniques  to 
use  fire  to  control  forest  disease,  eliminate  undesirable 
forest  growth,  expose  mineral  soil  for  successful  seed 
germination,  reduce  forest  underbrush  that  forms  fuel 
for  disastrous  wildfires,  and  improve  wildlife  habitat. 

In  fact,  in  1972  the  Forest  Service  initiated  the  White 
Cap  Study  in  the  mountains  of  Idaho's  Selway-Bitter- 
root  Wilderness  Area.  In  this  study.  Forest  Service 
personnel  let  natural  wilderness  fires  burn  under  care¬ 
fully  monitored  conditions,  in  a  20-mile-long,  5-mile¬ 
wide  section  of  the  White  Cap  Drainage  Area.  Scientists 
felt  that  fire  prevention  constituted  a  human  influence 
upon  a  wilderness  area,  probably  upsetting  the  natural 
forest  ecosystem. 

INSECTS,  DISEASE  PROBLEMS 

The  mild  weather  experienced  during  the  past  2  years, 
coupled  with  various  other  contributing  factors,  has 
enabled  insect  and  disease  populations  to  expand  to 
record  levels  throughout  most  regions  of  the  country. 

The  greatest  amount  of  attention  has  been  com¬ 
manded  by  only  five  insects— the  southern  pine  beetle, 
mountain  pine  beetle,  spruce  budworm,  gypsy  moth, 
and  Douglas  fir  tussock  moth. 

In  the  South  and  the  Southeast,  southern  pine  beetle 
populations  have  been  larger  than  at  any  time  in  the 
recorded  past.  The  outbreak  expanded  to  include  47 
million  acres  of  commercial  pine  forest,  with  the  same 
high  levels  of  infestation  expected  to  continue  during 
1974. 

Mountain  pine  beetle  infestations  occurred  through¬ 
out  the  West,  with  populations  building  up  in  the  Black 
Hills  of  South  Dakota,  in  Idaho  and  Wyoming  near 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  and  along  the  Front  Range 
of  Colorado. 

The  spruce  budworm  remained  in  outbreak  status 
across  the  northern  half  of  the  country  defoliating  2.5 
million  acres  in  Maine,  1.5  million  in  the  Lake  States,  and 
4.6  million  in  the  Northern  Rocky  Mountains.  As  1973 
ended,  spruce  budworm  populations  were  increasing, 
especially  in  the  Western  States. 

The  gypsy  moth  continued  to  infest  stands  in  the 
Northeast,  with  1.4  million  acres  of  hardwoods  de¬ 
foliated  during  1973. 
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Tussock  Moth  Campaign 

Douglas  fir  tussock  moth  populations  increased  into 
epidemic  status  during  the  past  2  years,  causing  approxi¬ 
mately  one  billion  board  feet  of  mortality  and  growth 
loss  valued  at  $54.8  million.  As  of  December  1973,  no 
chemicals  had  been  registered  for  use  against  this 
defoliator. 

(In  early  1974,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
authorized  emergency  use  of  DDT  for  control  of  the 
tussock  moth.  The  Forest  Service  estimated  that  aerial 
application  of  DDT  on  some  400,000  acres  of  forest  in 
Oregon,  Washington,  and  Idaho  would  be  required 
during  1974  to  control  the  tussock  moth  outbreak.) 


Preparing  f< 

ENVIRONMENTAL  PROGRAM  FOR 
THE  FUTURE 

Only  historic  retrospect  will  tell  us,  but  it  is  possible 
that  the  Environmental  Program  for  the  Future  (EPFF) 
will  be  a  landmark  in  the  development  of  American 
forestry. 

The  EPFF  sets  a  planning  horizon  of  10  years  ahead, 
establishing  for  each  of  the  six  National  Forest  resource 
systems— Land  and  Water,  Timber,  Recreation  and  Wil¬ 
derness,  Range,  Wildlife  and  Fish  Habitat,  Human  and 


At  the  same  time,  research  was  being  accelerated  to 
find  alternatives  to  DDT.  The  Forest  Service  is  seeking 
safer,  more  effective  chemicals  to  thwart  other  insect 
outbreaks,  as  well  as  the  tussock  moth.  The  Forest 
Service  has  also  been  testing  integrated  programs  of 
natural  biological  control  agents  and  chemicals  in  combi¬ 
nation  with  salvage  logging  of  timber  in  seriously 
affected  areas.  For  instance,  scientists  have  developed  a 
formulation  of  a  natural  virus  and  a  bacterium  which 
shows  promising  potential  in  controlling  the  tussock 
moth. 

Whenever  possible,  other  treatment  measures  were 
used  in  lieu  of  chemicals,  to  combat  disease  and  insect 
outbreaks  during  the  past  2  years. 

the  Future 

Community  Development— three  alternative  supply 
plans.  Advanced  description  of  these  alternatives  and 
their  likely  consequences  will  provide  the  Congress,  land 
managers,  and  the  public  an  opportunity  to  help  plan, 
finance,  and  man  national  forestry  programs  in  a 
systematic  manner. 

The  EPFF  would  fit  the  requirement  of  legislation 
now  being  considered  by  the  Congress— submission  of 
Forest  Service  long  range  plans  to  give  the  Congress  a 
substantive  knowledge  of  our  proposed  goals  5  and  10 
years  into  the  future.

Major  Legislation  Enacted  in  1972 
Affecting  Forest  Service  Activities 


Additional  Funds  for  Cooperative  Forestry  and  Fire 
Prevention  Programs  (P.L.  92-288)— Increased  the  au¬ 
thorization  for  Federal  assistance  in  cooperative  forest 
fire  control  from  $20  million  to  $40  million  annually, 
increased  the  cooperative  forest  management  program 
authorization  form  $5  million  to  $20  million  annually, 
and  broadened  Forest  Service  authority  for  providing 
urban  forestry  assistance  to  State  Foresters. 

Rural  Development  Act  of  1972  (P.L.  92-419),  Title 
IV  -  Rural  Community  Fire  Protection— Authorizes  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  provide  financial,  technical, 
and  other  assistance  to  State  Foresters  and/or  other 
appropriate  State  officials  to  organize,  train,  and  equip 
local  fire  suppression  forces,  through  cooperative  agree¬ 
ments  in  which  the  Secretary  may  finance  up  to  50 
percent  of  the  cost,  the  balance  to  be  matched  by  the 
States. 

Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act  Admendments 
of  1972  (P.L.  92-500)— Some  of  the  more  significant 
aspects  of  the  act  which  relate  to  Forest  Service 
activities  include:  Allowing  any  individual  to  sue  a 
Federal  agency  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  water 
quality  standards,  and  requiring  Federal  agencies  to 
comply  with  State  Water  Quality  and  Pollution  Controls 
Standards. 

Extending  for  5  years  the  Indian  Claims  Commission 
(P.L.  92-265) 

McQuinn  Strip  (P.L.  92-427)— Conveyed  67,360 acres 
of  the  Mount  Hood  National  Forest  (the  McQuinn  Strip) 
to  the  Confederated  Tribes  of  the  Warm  Springs  Reserva¬ 
tion. 

Payson  Band  (P.L.  92-470) -Provided  for  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  a  village  site  for  the  Payson  Community  of  the 
Yavapai-Apache  Indians  of  up  to  80  acres  from  the 
Tonto  National  Forest. 

Changes  in  National  Forest  Lands  (P.L.  92-474)  — 
Modified  boundaries  of  the  Santa  Fe,  Gila,  Cibola,  and 
Carson  National  Forests  in  New  Mexico  (P.L.  92-465) 
and  authorized  the  Secretary  to  exchange  certain  lands 
in  the  Carson  and  Santa  Fe  National  Forests,  New 
Mexico,  for  the  Ghost  Ranch  Museum  complex. 

Disputed  Land  Titles  (P.L.  92-562)  —  Permits  private 
citizens  to  sue  the  U.S.  Government  to  allow  adjudica¬ 
tion  of  disputed  land  titles  involving  Federal  lands.  This 


act  gives  private  claimants  "standing  in  court"  and  has  a 
12-year,  cutoff  date  at  which  time  no  claim  over  12 
years  old  can  be  brought  to  court. 

Cooperative  Law  Enforcement  on  National  Forests 
(P.L.  92-82)— Authorized  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
cooperate  with  State  and  local  civil  authorities  in 
enforcing  State  and  local  laws  on  lands  within  the 
National  Forests,  and  authorized  funds  for  reimbursing 
States  for  such  cooperative  law  enforcement. 

Volunteers  in  the  National  Forests  Act  (P.L.  92-300)— 
Authorizes  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  recruit  and 
accept  volunteer  services  to  benefit  Forest  Service 
activities;  authorizes  reimbursement  of  the  volunteer  for 
his  actual  expenses;  and  provides  coverage  for  the 
volunteer  under  Federal  Torts  Claim  and  Compensation 
provision. 

Expansion  of  Youth  Conservation  Corps  (P.L. 
92-597)— Expanded  the  Youth  Conservation  Corps  Pro¬ 
gram  to  $30  million  and  $60  million  for  FY  '73  and  '74 
and  authorized  a  pilot  grant  program  for  similar  State 
projects  for  which  up  to  30  percent  of  the  Federal  YCC 
funds  can  be  made  available. 

Golden  Eagle  (P.L.  92-347)  — Restored  the  Golden 
Eagle  Program  to  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation 
Fund  Act,  providing  an  indefinite  extension  of  the 
annual  $10  permit,  establishing  a  free  permit  called 
Golden  Age  Passport  for  any  person  62  and  older,  and 
providing  for  collection  of  a  "reasonable  daily  fee"  at 
specialized  sites. 

Rockefeller  Parkway  (P.L.  92-404)  — Established  the 
John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.  Memorial  Parkway  in  Wyoming. 
More  than  23,000  acres  of  the  Teton  National  Forest 
will  be  transferred  to  Interior  for  the  parkway. 

National  Recreation  Areas—  Oregon  Dunes  NRA  in 
the  Siuslaw  National  Forest  (P.L.  92-260)  and  Sawtooth 
NRA  in  Idaho  (P.L.  92-400). 

Wildernesses— The  following  wilderness  bills  were 
approved:  Eagle  Cap  Wilderness,  Oregon  (P.L.  92-521); 
Washakie  Wilderness,  Wyoming  (P.L.  92-476);  Scapegoat 
Wilderness,  Montana,  (P.L.  92-395);  Pine  Mountain 
Wilderness,  Arizona  (P.L.  92-382);  Sycamore  Canyon 
Wilderness,  Arizona  (P.L.  92-241);  Sawtooth  Wilderness, 
Idaho  (P.L.  92-400);  Indian  Peak,  Colorado  Wilderness 
Study  Area,  Colorado  (P.L.  92-528).

Agriculture  and  Consumer  Protection  Act  of  1973 
(P.L.  93-86)— Title  4  of  this  act  authorized  a  pilot 
forestry  incentives  effort  to  assist  private,  nonindustrial 
forest  land  owners  in  practicing  forest  conservation  and 
in  improving  the  quality  and  volume  of  timber  grown  on 
private  lands.  The  law  provides  for  the  Secretary  of 


Agriculture  using  a  contract  approach  and  in  consulta¬ 
tion  with  the  State  Foresters,  to  distribute  funds  to 
private  forest  land  owners. 

Authorize  the  Sale  of  Klamath  Indian  Lands  (P.L. 
93-102)— This  act  provided  authority  and  $70  million  in 
funds  for  the  Forest  Service  to  acquire  by  condemnation 
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the  Klamath  Indian  tribal  forest  lands  in  southern  Oregon 
for  addition  to  the  Winema  National  Forest. 

Amendment  to  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund 
Act  (P.L.  93-81)— Prohibited  charging  fees  for  those 
facilities  which  all  visitors  might  reasonably  expect  to 
use  and  specifically  prohibited  charging  for  boat 


launches  which  do  not  have  hydraulic  equipment.  Also 
prohibited  charging  campground  fees  unless  the  camp¬ 
ground  provides  flush  toilets,  showers,  sanitary  waste 
stations,  visitor  protection  and  control,  as  well  as 
potable  water,  trash  cans,  and  roads.  (Subsequently 
amended  in  1974  by  P.L.  93-303).

This  total  includes  $9,039,558  received  from 
National  Forest  revested  Oregon  and  California  railroad 
grant  lands.  An  additional  $2,079,805  was  received  from 
National  Grasslands  and  Land  Utilization  areas  adminis¬ 
tered  under  Title  1 1 1  of  the  Farm  Tenant  Act. 

Other  amounts  received  not  listed  above  included 
$10,944,419  contributed  by  cooperators  and  timber 
purchasers  for  cooperative  work  on  National  Forest 
programs;  $38,133,374  set  aside  for  timber  sale  area 
improvements;  $18,008,351  set  aside  for  brush  disposal; 
$2,340,066  from  miscellaneous  receipts;  and  $12,220 
for  restoration  of  forest  lands  and  improvements. 

Not  included  in  the  above  receipts  are  $773,792  from 
the  sale  of  77,379  Federal  recreation  area  entrance 
permits  and  $61,847  from  the  sale  of  surplus  properties. 
These  receipts  are  available  for  appropriation  by  the 
Congress  to  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund. 

Direct  receipts  and  deposits  from  all  sources  of 
National  Forest  programs  totaled  $419,445,130.  In 
addition,  timber  purchasers  built  roads  valued  at 
$52,253,859  incident  to  timber  harvest. 

Other  Federal  agencies  collected  approximately 
$31,775,098  for  power  licenses,  mineral  leases,  and 
permits  on  National  Forest  land  of  public  domain  origin. 


Operating  expenses  for  National  Forest  programs, 
National  Grasslands  and  Land  Utilization  Projects 
amounted  to  $424,013,804.  Depreciation  of  roads,  trails 
and  other  improvements  was  estimated  at  $86,842,654. 

Operating  Expenditures  and  other  charges  exceeded 
receipts  and  all  other  earnings  by  $7,382,371. 

Fiscal  year  receipts  increased  $113,817,652  com¬ 
pared  with  fiscal  year  1971,  mainly  due  to  increase  in 
Timber  receipts.  Expenditures  for  fighting  forest  fires 
exceeded  the  5-year  average  by  $20,407,764. 

Expenditures  for  other  Forest  Service  activities  in¬ 
cluded  $38,561,291  for  cooperative  state  and  private 
forestry  programs,  and  $56,622,836  for  forestry  re¬ 
search.  The  Forest  Service  also  received  $211,071  in 
royalties  from  the  Smokey  Bear  forest  fire  prevention 
program. 

Under  the  act  of  May  23,  1908,  as  amended,  the 
Forest  Service  pays  one-quarter  of  National  Forest  net 
receipts  to  States  for  support  of  schools  and  roads  in 
counties  containing  National  Forest  lands.  This  payment 
in  fiscal  year  1972  (based  on  fiscal  year  1971  receipts) 
was  $56,648,064.  Arizona  and  New  Mexico  school  funds 
also  received  $69,316  under  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
June  20,  1910.  Under  the  act  of  June  22,  1948, 
Minnesota  received  $259,038. 

By  law,  the  Service  retains  10  percent  of  receipts 
from  National  Forest  resources  for  development  of 
National  Forest  Roads  and  Trails,  except  on  revested 
Oregon  and  California  railroad  grant  lands.  The  amount 
retained  in  this  fund  in  fiscal  year  1972  was 
$22,661,542. 

Counties  containing  National  Grasslands  and  Land 
Utilization  areas  received  $529,502  for  schools  and 
roads  from  calendar  year  1971  receipts  under  the  Act  of 
July  22,  1937.

Other  amounts  received  and  not  listed  above  included 
$14,236,250  contributed  by  cooperators  and  timber 
purchasers  for  cooperative  work  on  National  Forest 
programs;  $42,591,684  set  aside  for  timber  sale  area 
improvements;  $23,310,037  set  aside  for  brush  disposal; 
$3,656,484  from  miscellaneous  receipts;  $27,483  for 
restoration  of  forest  lands  and  improvements;  $17,740 
from  the  sale  of  1,774  Federal  recreation  area  entrance 
permits  and  $623,679  from  designated  area  admission 
and  user  fees  for  construction  and  operation  of  Recrea¬ 
tion  Facilities  of  the  Forest  Service. 

Not  included  in  the  above  receipts  is  $147,703  from 
the  sale  of  surplus  properties  which  are  available  for 
appropriation  by  the  Congress  to  the  Land  and  Water 
Conservation  Fund. 

Direct  receipts  and  deposits  from  all  sources  of 
National  Forest  programs  totaled  $554,210,891.  In 
addition,  timber  purchasers  built  roads  valued  at 
$67,946,011  incident  to  timber  harvest.  Other  Federal 
agencies  collected  approximately  $34,1 14,240  for  power 
licenses,  mineral  leases,  and  permits  on  National  Forest 
land  of  public  domain  origin. 


Operating  expenses  for  National  Forest  programs. 
National  Grasslands  and  Land  Utilization  Projects 
amounted  to  $455,683,513.  Depreciation  of  roads,  trails 
and  other  improvements  was  estimated  at  $89,442,538. 

Receipts  and  all  other  earnings  exceeded  operating 
expenditures  and  other  charges  by  $1 1 1 ,145,091 . 

Fiscal  year  receipts  increased  $152,797,055  com¬ 
pared  with  fiscal  year  1972,  mainly  due  to  an  increase  in 
Timber  receipts.  Expenditures  for  fighting  forest  fires 
exceeded  the  5-year  average  by  $13,406,422. 

Expenditures  for  other  Forest  Service  activities  in¬ 
cluded  $42,364,466  for  cooperative  State  and  Private 
forestry  programs,  and  $58,795,024  for  forestry  re¬ 
search.  The  Forest  Service  also  received  $228,373  in 
royalties  from  the  Smokey  Bear  forest  fire  prevention 
program. 

Under  the  act  of  May  23,  1908,  as  amended,  the 
Forest  Service  pays  one-quarter  of  National  Forest  net 
receipts  to  States  for  support  of  schools  and  roads  in 
counties  containing  National  Forest  lands.  This  payment 
in  fiscal  year  1973  (based  on  fiscal  year  1972  receipts) 
was  $84,676,129.  Arizona  and  New  Mexico  school  funds 
also  received  $114,043  under  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
June  20,  1910.  Under  the  act  of  June  22,  1948, 
Minnesota  received  $259,038.  In  fiscal  year  1974  (based 
on  fiscal  year  1973  receipts)  the  payments  under  the  Act 
of  May  23,  1908,  amounted  to  $113,668,668.  Arizona 
and  New  Mexico  school  funds  also  received  $124,307 
under  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  20,  1910.  Under  the 
Act  of  June  22,  1948,  Minnesota  received  $259,038. 

By  Law,  the  Service  retains  10  percent  of  receipts 
from  National  Forest  resources  for  development  of 
National  Forest  Roads  and  Trails,  except  on  revested 
Oregon  and  California  railroad  grant  lands.  The  amount 
retained  in  this  fund  in  fiscal  year  1973  was 
$33,871,106,  and  $45,468,547  in  fiscal  year  1974. 

Counties  containing  National  Grassland  and  Land 
Utilization  areas  received  $508,864  for  schools  and 
roads  from  calendar  year  1972  receipts  under  the  Act  of 
July  22,  1937.  Payment  to  counties  for  such  purposes 
from  calendar  year  receipts  will  be  $586,381. 
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
